The  achievements  recorded  in  this  report  are  therefore  his,  but  I  kn 
that  he  would  wish  to  acknowledge  the  support  and  assistance  which  he  receiv< 
from  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  from  other  officers  of  the 
Council  as  well  as  from  Councillors  and  in  particular  from  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee.

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LEGISLATION  1  964- 


1 .  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963- 

(Section  45)  (Exemption  No.  1)  Order,  1964.  Date  of  commencement  1.8. 64. 

Exempts  office  premises  erected  at  or  adjacent  to  places  where 
building  operations  or  works  of  engineering  construction  are  carried  on  as  to 
temperature  and  that  water  supplied  for  washing  shall  be  running  water. 

(Sections  10  and  80(3))  The  Washing  Facilities  Regulations,  1964*  Date  of 

Commencement  1.1.66. 

Determination  of  premises  to  which  the  Act  applies  in  respect  of 
suitable  and  sufficient  washing  facilities,  including  a  supply  of  clean, 
running  hot  and  cold  or  warm  water  and  in  addition,  soap,  towels  or  other 
suitable  means  of  cleaning  or  drying.

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PETERSFIELD  RURAL  DISTRICT 


The  district  is  one  of  outstanding  natural  beauty,  with  sandy  soils  and 
some  heathland  to  the  north,  then  the  South  Downs  (chalk)  and  finally  to  the 
south  the  soil  is  more  clayey  in  nature. 

The  prime  industry  is  agriculture  but  the  proximity  of  the  northern  half 
to  the  London  area  and  of  the  southern  part  to  Portsmouth  has  meant  that 
increasing  numbers  of  residents  work  outside  the  district.  In  view  of  the 
planning  restrictions  affecting  much  of  the  district,  and  of  the  demand  from 
"outsiders",  many  houses  command  an  inflated  price. 

There  is  no  single  large  industrial  undertaking,  but  there  are  a  number 
of  small  light  industrial  and  building  and  allied  trades  operating  in  the 
district.  The  largest  number  of  persons  working  within  the  district  are 
engaged  on  agriculture. 

The  main  London  to  Portsmouth  railway  and  road  run  through  the  district 
from  north  to  south  and  the  eastern  boundaries  are  with  Surrey  in  the  north 
and  West  Sussex.  There  are  no  large  rivers  in  the  district.

General 

1964  was  remarkable  for  a  fine  summer  and  a  low  rainfall.  Both  the 
hay  and  grain  harvests  were  easily  gathered.  Swimming  pools  were  in  great 
use  in  the  summer  months,  there  being  one  public  pool  in  Petersfield  and 
several  institutional  pools  at  schools  in  the  district,  as  well  as 
individual  pools .  Samples  were  taken  from  various  school  pools  and  advice 
given  as.  to  methods  of  purification. 

The  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  in  Aberdeen  during  the  year  received 
unprecedented  publicity  on  television,  the  radio  and  in  the  national  press, 
and  this  undoubtedly  brought  improvement  in  the  standards  of  food  hygiene, 
both  regarding  storage  of  foods  and  in  the  personal  hygiene  of  food  handlers . 
Unhappily  some  of  these  effects  wear’ off  when  the  publicity  ceases.  The 
staff  of  the  Department  were  actively  concerned  in  seeking  out  tins  of 
corned  beef  from  suspect  batches. 

There  was  no  remarkable  incidence  of  infectious  disease  during  the 

year. 
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Building  development  continued  throughout  the  year,  particularly  in  the 
Liphook  area  in  the  north  and  around  Horndean,  Catherington  and  Clanfield  in 
the  south.  In  this  area  sewage  disposal  presents  a  problem,  and  plans  are  in 
hand  for  extension  of  the  sewers  in  all  these  areas.

Births .  There  was  quite  a  marked  increase  in  the  total  births.  15%  more  than 
in  1 963 *>  Fortunately  the  number  of  illegitimate  children  born,  although 
showing  an  increase,  was  not  in  the  same  proportion.  Both  increases  conform 
to  the  national  trend.  The  corrected  Birth  Rate  (births  per  1000  population) 
was  slightly  higher  than  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  (deaths  under  1  year  per  1000  live  births)  was  below  the 
figure  for  England  and  Wales.

As  regard  causes  of  death,  20%  of  all  deaths  were  due  to  Coronary  Heart 
Disease  and  in  this  group  ten  men  and  three  women  were  under  55  years  of  age. 
Vascular  Lesions  of  the  nervous  system  ("stroke")  accounted  for  14%  of  all 
deaths.  Cancer  of  the  Lung  was  the  cause  of  5.5%  of  deaths,  but  it  will  be 
noted  that  13  of  the  14  victims  were  men. 

All  forms  of  cancer  caused  49  deaths  (19%)  and  all  forms  of  heart  and 
circulatory  disease  caused  138  deaths  (54%).  It  will  be  seen  that  these  two 
main  groups  of  disease  account  for  almost  threequarters  of  all  deaths.  This 
pattern  is  in  line  with  the  national  experience.

Table  V  does  not  necessarily  show  the  total  incidence  of  these  diseases 
in  the  District,  as  it  gives  only  the  number  officially  notified  by  the  doctors 
practising  in  the  area;  the  total  number  of  cases  occurring  is  certainly 
greater  but  the  figures  given  are  considered  to  be  a  reliable  index  of  the 
incidence  of  these  deseases  in  the  District.

All  were  over  25  years  of  age  and  two  were  over  65.  One  of  the  cases  was 

in  an  immigrant.

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1964  on  the  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  area  and  the  duties  for  which  I  am  responsible. 

Many  "condemned"  houses  were  recovered  by  way  of  modernisation, 
conversion  and  improvement  (frequently  with  grant  aid),  and  in  only  relatively 
few  cases  was  it  necessary  to  clear  perished  buildings  and  re-develop  the  site 

Because  of  enhanced  land  values  and  improved  services  there  was  an 
increasing  tendency  for  owners  of  shack  properties  to  replace  them  with  more 
permanent  buildings,  and  this  practice  may  well  save  some  formal  action  in  the 
years  to  come.  The  main  drainage  scheme  for  Clanfield  and  part  of  Horndean 
will  certainly  influence  this  tendency  and  should  help  with  the  solution  of 
many  other  problems. 

There  were  again  many  complaints  about  food  and  food  handling  which 
frequently  followed  a  general  pattern.  A  practice  of  sending  short  pertinent 
letters  to  all  food  traders  was  therefore  introduced  and  these  appear  to  have 
been  well  received.  Close  co-operation  with  the  County  Food  and  Drugs 
Authority  is  necessary  and  I  am  grateful  to  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and 
Measures  in  this  respect. 

The  supervision  of  caravans  and  caravan  sites  was  time  consuming  out  of 
all  proportion  to  the  numbers  involved.  In  particular  it  became  increasingly 
burdensome  to  seek  out  the  dozens  of  back  garden  caravans  which  seem  to 
materialize  out  of  thin  air.  In  any  case  it  proved  impossible  to  police 
these  vans  in  connection  with  licence  exemptions. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  presented  new 
problems.  The  survey  of  offices  and  shops  was  commenced  in  1964  and  there 
was  close  scrutiny  of  new  proposals  in  co-operation  with  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor . 

The  submission  of  samples  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  was  continued 
and  the  results  emphasise  the  value  of  this  aspect  of  preventive  work. 

I  am  grateful  to  all  my  colleagues  for  their  ready  help  throughout  the 

year .

Eight  other  dwellings  have  unsatisfactory  supplies  but  these  are  the 
subject  of  formal  housing  action  which  will  ensure  that  they  are  dealt  with 
before  the  houses  are  re-occupied. 

We  receive  copies  of  bacteriological  and  chemical  examinations  of  mains 
supplies  of  both  raw  and  chlorinated  waters  in  the  north  of  the  area,  and, 
since  the  13th  July,  1964,  the  Chemist  and  Bacteriologist  of  the  Portsmouth 
Water  Company  has  sent  us  copies  of  his  Reports  for  the  southern  parishes. 
Results  were  satisfactory. 

The  following  table  shows  the  domestic  water  supplies  in  the  various 
parishes.  Remoteness  accounts  largely  for  the  comparatively  few  houses  not 
yet  served  by  a  main. 
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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal: 


The  sewering  of  the  Bulls  Copse  area  of  Horndean  was  completed  in  1964, 
and  work  on  the  scheme  for  the  village  of  Clanfield  and  outlying  districts  of 
Horndean  was  commenced  in  July,  1965. 

Work  on  a  scheme  for  the  improvement  of  the  effluent  of  the  Rowlands 
Castle  Sewage  Disposal  Works  is  about  to  commence. 


Rivers  and  Streams : 

The  main  rivers  and  streams  are  as  follows 

(1)  The  River  Wey,  which  passes  through  Bramshott  Parish 
and  collects  the  discharge  of  water  from  Waggoners 
Wells . 

(2)  The  River  Rother,  which  passes  through  the  Parish  of 
Kawkley  forms  part  of  the  boundary  between  Greatham 
and  Hawkley  and  then  passes  through  the  Parish  of 
Liss. 

(3)  The  River  Meon,  which  flows  through  the  Parish  of 
East  Meon,  and  passes  into  Droxford  Rural  District 
at  West  Meon. 

The  district  resolves  itself  into  three  separate  drainage  areas 

(a)  Sussex  River  Authority  Area. 

(b)  Thames  above  Teddington  Area. 

(c)  Hampshire  River  Authority  Area,.

Public  Cleansing: 

The  provision  of  roadside  litter  bins  has  resulted  in  improved  conditions 
at  organised  stopping  places,  particularly  on  main  roads,  but  the  general  state 
of  several  village  streets,  lanes  and  byways  compares  very  badly  with  the  days 
when  lengthmen  were  employed  and  generally  took  a  pride  in  the  appearance  of 
their  respective  areas. 

There  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  the  tendency  to  dispose  of  bulky 
rubbish  (such  as  discarded  furniture  and  abandoned  cars)  merely  by  leaving  it 
on  some  apparently  waste  land  and  its  removal  has  proved  a  problem  for  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

The  fouling  of  roadside  land  continues  to  be  a  serious  problem.  There 
are  no  signposted  sanitary  conveniences  on  the  twenty-four  miles  of  main  road 
from  Hindhead  to  Havant.  Twenty-one  miles  of  this  road  run  through  this 
rural  district.  The  disgusting  conditions  at  and  near  many  of  the  lay-bys  and 
unofficial  pull-ins  are  a  disgrace. 

The  provision  of  suitable  and  signposted  conveniences  at  Liphook  and 
Horndean  must  surely  reduce  the  problem;  but  it  seems  that  drivers  who 
readily  draw  off  the  road  in  rural  lay-bys,  often  hesitate  to  pull  out  of  a 
stream  of  cars  in  a  built  up  area. 

A  roadside  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  in  localities  defined 
on  maps  approved  by  the  Council.  The  collection  days  are  as  follows :-

Licences  have  also  been  issued  in  respect  of  individual  caravans.  These 
are  valid  for  periods  which  coincide  with  planning  permissions. 

The  Council  has  approved  a  standard  list  of  conditions  which  are  applied 
with  due  regard  to  the  particular  circumstances  of  each  case ,  including  the 
physical  character  of  the  site,  any  services  or  facilities  that  may  already  be 
available  within  convenient  reach  and  other  local  conditions.  Regard  was  had 
to  the  model  standards  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
when  these  conditions  were  drafted. 

The  Act  also  provides  for  certification  of  sites  by  such  organisations 
as  "The  Caravan  Club"  and  these  are  exempt  from  planning  or  licensing  control 
subject  to  a  code  agreed  with  the  Minister. 
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(Caravan  Sites  -  continued).

No  sites  are  operated  by  this  Council  at  the  present  time  but  it  is  hoped 
to  provide  one  at  each  end  of  the  district. 

There  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  vans  in  the  gardens  of 
houses  throughout  the  district.  It  is  quite  impossible  to  keep  a  check  on  the 
siting  of  such  vans  or  whether  they  fall  within  the  list  of  exemptions. 


Moveable  Dwellings: 

Some  moveable  dwellings  do  not  fall  within  the  definition  of  "Caravan"  in 
the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960.  These  continue  to  be 
subject  to  licensing  control  under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936- 

Nine  such  dwellings  are  now  licensed. 


Hop  Pickers ’  Accommodation: 

All  local  hop  picking  was  carried  out  by  machines.  Some  hop  pickers  huts 
were  in  use,  but  no  problems  arose. 


Rural  Schools: 

Occasional  visits  were  made  to  schools  in  the  district  in  connection  with 
sanitary  accommodation,  washing  facilities  and  food  preparation. 


Insect  Infestation: 

Routine  mosquito  control  was  carried  out  during  the  "invasion"  seasons. 

A  number  of  complaints  received  during  the  year  were  dealt  with  but  there  were 
no  ’major  infestations. 

There  was  a  continued  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints  of  other 
insect  pests  in  the  home  and  we  assisted  with  disinfestation  where  possible. 

Houses  suspected  of  being  verminous  are  fumigated  in  cases  where 
occupants  are  to  be  moved  to  Council  accommodation. 
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Fly  Control: 


From  time  to  time,  we  receive  complaints  of  heavy  concentrations  of  flies 
and  frequently  these  are  in  very  limited  locations.  In  some  cases  the 
infestations  are  easily  dealt  with  by  fumigation  and  by  removing  or  treating 
the  medium  in  which  the  flies  breed;  but,  sometimes  the  invasion  is  more 
difficult  to  control. 

Flies  are  a  menace  to  health  at  all  times  because  they  are  capable  of 
spreading  disease  and  all  efforts  should  be  made  to  prevent  them  breeding,  and, 
where  they  do  exist,  to  destroy  them. 

The  most  common  species  are  the  housefly  and  the  “blue  bottle"  but 
general  preventive  and  curative  measures  can  mostly  keep  them  under  control. 

The  species  which  has  given  us  most  trouble  nearly  every  spring  and 
autumn  in  recent  years,  and  is  not  so  easily  controlled  is  called  the  Raven 
Fly  or  Musca  Autumnalis.  Particularly  heavy  infestations  had  been  experienced 
in  1963,  but  there  were  fewer  complaints  than  usual  in  1964.

Housing  Conditions: 

Housing  conditions  continue  to  improve  and,  in  my  opinion,  the  payment  of 

improvement  grants  has  largely  been  responsible. 

Some  properties  in  Horndean  and  Liss,  which  appeared  in  the  programme 
approved  by  the  Council.,  still  require  attention,  and  a  number  of  other  houses 
are  added  to  the  list  each  year  as  the  buildings  deteriorate.  Many,  in 
respect  of  which  action  is  taken,  are  referred  by  the  Housing  Committee. 

Action  in  respect  of  some  properties  in  Conford  and  Hammer  is  awaiting 

the  provision  of  main  drainage  in  that  area. 

No  opportunity  was  lost  in  dealing  with  demolition  type  properties  in 
the  area  if  they  became  vacant  and  provided  us  with  an  opportunity  for 
demolition  proceedings  without  the  necessity  of  expensive  rehousing. 

Successful  progress  in  the  Housing  field  is  entirely  dependent  upon  close 
co-operation,  particularly  with  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor's  Department,  and 
this  has  been  readily  forthcoming.

Meat  and  Other  Foods : 

There  was  no  complaint  about  the  meat  shops  in  the  area.  In  general 
meat  was  of  good  quality  and  well  handled. 

As  from  the  1st  April,  1961,  only  one  slaughterhouse  was  retained  in  this 
district.  This  followed  the  introduction  of  new  Regulations  in  connection  with 
construction  and  equipment  to  secure  humane  slaughter  and  hygienic  conditions. 

Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  provides  for  the  registration 

of  all  premises  used  for:- 

(a)  The  sale,  or  manufacture  for  the  purposes  of  sale 
of  ice  cream,  or  the  storage  of  ice  cream  intended 
for  sale ;  or 

(b)  The  preparation  or  manufacture  of  sausages  or 
potted,  pressed,  pickled  or  preserved  food  intended 
for  sale.

Adulterations : 

The  Hampshire  County  Council  is  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  and  is 
responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Sections  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1955,  which  place  restrictions  on  the  addition  to,  or  abstraction  of  substances 
from,  food  and  drugs. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.S.  Preston,  Chief  Inspector  under  the  Food  and  Drug 
Act,  for  the  following  information  on  samples  taken  in  the  District  during  the 
year ; - 


"During  the  year  ended  the  31st  March,  1965,  317  samples  were  obtained 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  within  the  Petersfield  Rural  District. 

Milk  Samples:  284  samples  of  milk,  including  82  of  Channel  Islands, 
were  taken,  33  being  unsatisfactory  but  in  only  one  case  was  a  serious 
discrepancy  involved.  This  affected  a  bottle  of  Channel  Islands  milk  which 
was  reported  to  be  deficient  of  fat  and  to  contain  26  per  cent  added  water. 

The  sample  was  purchased  at  a  small  dairy,  other  samples  taken  on  the  same 
occasion  and  subsequently,  being  genuine.  Legal  proceedings  were  instituted 
against  the  dairyman  but  at  the  Hearing  of  the  case,  he  stated  that  the  bottle 
in  question  had  been  intended  for  his  own  consumption  and  that  he  never  sold 
the  milk  from  the  first  few  bottles  to  be  filled  from  the  pasteurising  plant, 
in  case  they  contained  drainings  of  water.  The  explanation  put  forward 
resulted  in  the  case  being  dismissed. 

Two  other  samples  contained  traces  of  added  water  (not  more  than  1  per 
cent).  They  were  from  churns  included  in  separate  consignments  of  milk 
intended  for  delivery  to  a  wholesale  dairy,  checks  from  other  churns  being  in 
each  case  satisfactory.  The  results  were  made  known  to  the  producers 
responsible  and  inquiries  indicated  that  the  discrepancies  had  been  caused  by 
inadequate  drainage  of  the  milking  plants  or  utensils  after  they  had  been 
washed  out  with  water.  Further  checks  made  subsequently  were  free  from 
complaint . 

One  sample  was  found  to  contain  0.04  international  units  per  milliletre

of  penicillin.  The  amount  was  not  considered  sufficient  to  warrant  serious 
action  but  the  producer  was  acquainted  with  the  result  and  a  further  check 
showed  the  milk  then  to  be  free  from  contamination. 

The  remaining  29  unsatisfactory  samples  were  all  deficient  of  fat  but 
did  not  involve  possible  offences  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  as  they  were 
from  separate  churns  included  in  larger  consignments,  the  average  fat  content 
being  in  each  case  up  to  the  required  standard. 

Miscellaneous  Samples:  33  samples  of  articles  other  than  milk  were 
procured,  two,  which  consisted  of  "consumer  complaints"  being  the  subject  of 
adverse  reports.  The  complaints  affected  custard  pies  contaminated  with 
mould  and  a  loaf  of  bread  containing  a  dark  coloured  object  which  was  found 
to  consist  of  a  small  beetle  with  excreta  and  a  small  amount  of  insect  web. 
Legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  each  case  and  resulted  in  fines  of  £4.0,  with 
£22.  10s.  lOd.  costs,  and  £20,  with  £15  costs,  respectively,  being  imposed. 

General:  Apart  from  sampling  and  other  duties  under  the  Food  and 

Drugs  Act,  attention  was  given  to  the  associated  provisions  of  the  Labelling 
of  Food  Order  and  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act  insofar  as  they  relate  to 
the  labelling  and  descriptions  of  food  and  drugs.  No  complaints  of 
consequence  affected  the  District." 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


Rodent  control  in  the  area  is  carried  out  by  Council  staff,  by  private 
servicing  companies  and  by  local  rat  catchers. 

The  Council’s  service  is  free  to  both  domestic  and  business  premises. 

There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  this  has  helped  considerably  towards  the 
wholehearted  co-operation  received  from  the  public  which  has  resulted  in  the 
elimination  of  "black  spots"  in  the  District. 

The  Council  's  rodent  operators  continued  to  give  good  service  and  again, 
chiefly  as  a  result  of  their  tactful  approach,  it  was  not  necessary  to  serve  any 
statutory  notices  during  the  year  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act, 
1949. 

In  general,  control  measures  during  the  year  were  satisfactory.  Only 
one  complaint  was  made  in  respect  of  treatments,  largely  because  of  our  ability 
to  make  "follow  up"  visits. 

The  following  table  gives  details  of  inspections  and  treatments  for  the 

year  1963  .  N.B.  Local  Authority’s  Properties.  Council  houses  are 

included  under  Dwelling  Houses.  Premises  occupied  in  connection  with  the 
Council's  undertakings  are  included  under  this  heading. 

Combined  Dwelling  and  Business  Premises  occupied  by  the  same  person  are  included 
under  Business  Premises. 

Farms,  Smallholdings,  Poultry  Farms  and  other  premises  devoted  to  commercial 
agriculture  or  horticulture  are  included  under  Agricultural  Property  and  not 
under  Business  Premises. 

Unclassified  Properties.  Properties  which  do  not  appropriately  fall  under 
other  classifications  are  included  under  Business  Premises. 

Degree  of  Infestation.  "Major"  includes  only  properties  with  an  estimated  rat 
population  exceeding  twenty  rats. 

Treatment  means  a  complete  operation  for  the  destruction  of  rats  or  mice  in  the 
property.
